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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The primary reason for allowance of claim 2 is the inclusion of a method of 
modifying a toner cartridge by positioning a laser shutter fin to engage a laser shutter of 
the first type of printer before removing at least a portion of a laser shutter fin attached 
to the toner cartridge at a first location; attaching a new laser shutter fin to the toner 
cartridge at a second location different from the first location; and the new laser shutter 
fin was positioned to engage a laser shutter of the second type of printer. This is found 
in all of claim 2, but not disclosed nor suggested by the prior art of record. 

The primary reason for allowance of claim 5 is the inclusion of a method of 
modifying a toner cartridge by removing at least a portion of a laser shutter fin attached 
to the toner cartridge at a first location; attaching a new laser shutter fin to the toner 
cartridge at a second location different from the first location; attaching a chip mounting 
patch to the toner cartridge; attaching a computer chip to the chip mounting patch. The 
chip mounting patch comprises at least one upright flange positioned to engage a chip 
contact device of the second type of printer. This is found in all of claim 5, but not 
disclosed nor suggested by the prior art of record. 

The primary reason for allowance of claims 6-8 is the inclusion of a method of 
modifying a toner cartridge by removing at least a portion of a laser shutter fin attached 
to the toner cartridge at a first location; attaching a new laser shutter fin to the toner 
cartridge at a second location different from the first location; and replacing the first type 
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of transfer gear with a second type of transfer gear. The first type of transfer gear is for 
operation with the first type of printer and the second type of transfer gear is for 
operation with the second type of printer. This is found in all of claims 6-8, but not 
disclosed nor suggested by the prior art of record. 

The primary reason for allowance of claims 9-15 is the inclusion of a method of 
modifying a toner cartridge having a laser shutter fin located in a first location to engage 
a laser shutter of a first type of printer by removing at least a portion of the laser shutter 
fin attached to the toner cartridge; attaching a new laser shutter fin to the toner cartridge 
at a second location different from the first location; attaching a chip mounting patch to 
the toner cartridge; and attaching a computer chip to the chip mounting patch. This is 
found in all of claims 9-15, but not disclosed nor suggested by the prior art of record.
